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AN ACT CONCERNING WORKFORCE DEVELOPMENT. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened: 
 

Section 1. Section 4-124w of the general statutes is repealed and the 1 

following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective July 1, 2021): 2 

(a) There shall be within the [Labor Department an Office of 3 

Workforce Competitiveness] Department of Economic and Community 4 

Development, for administrative purposes only, an Office of Workforce 5 

Strategy. 6 

(b) The Office of Workforce Strategy shall be under the direction of 7 

the state Chief Workforce Officer, who shall be appointed by the 8 

Governor. The [Labor Commissioner shall, with the assistance of the 9 

Office of Workforce Competitiveness] Chief Workforce Officer shall: 10 

(1) Be the [Governor's principal workforce development policy 11 

advisor] principal advisor for workforce development policy, strategy 12 

and coordination to the Governor; 13 
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(2) Be the lead state official for the development of employment and 14 

training strategies and initiatives required to support the state's position 15 

in the knowledge economy; 16 

(3) Chair the Governor's Workforce Cabinet, which shall be made up 17 

of agencies involved with employment and training as identified by the 18 

Governor pursuant to section 31-3m. The Governor's Workforce Cabinet 19 

shall meet at the direction of the Governor or the Chief Workforce 20 

Officer. 21 

[(2)] (4) Be the liaison between the Governor, the Governor's 22 

Workforce Council, as established in section 31-3h and any local, 23 

regional, state or federal organizations and entities with respect to 24 

workforce development [matters] policy, strategy and coordination, 25 

including, but not limited to, implementation of the Workforce 26 

Innovation and Opportunity Act of 2014, P.L. 113-128, as [from time to 27 

time] amended from time to time; 28 

[(3) Coordinate the workforce development activities of all state 29 

agencies;] (5) From time to time, present to the Governor for his or her 30 

approval a state workforce strategy in consultation with the Governor's 31 

Workforce Council and the Governor's Workforce Cabinet; 32 

[(4)] (6) Coordinate and align [the state's implementation of the 33 

federal Workforce Innovation and Opportunity Act of 2014, P.L. 113-34 

128, as from time to time amended, and advise and assist the Governor 35 

with matters related to said act] the workforce development activities of 36 

all state agencies, educators and trainers, regional workforce 37 

development boards and others in furtherance of the goals and 38 

outcomes of such state workforce strategy; 39 

(7) Coordinate measurement and evaluation of outcomes across 40 

education and workforce development programs, in conjunction with 41 

the Labor Department and the Office of Policy and Management; 42 

(8) Notwithstanding any provision of the general statutes, review 43 

state plans for each of the programs listed in subsection (b) of section 44 
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103 of the Workforce Innovation and Opportunity Act of 2014, P.L. 113-45 

128, as amended from time to time, before such plans are submitted to 46 

the Governor; 47 

[(5)] (9) Establish methods and procedures to ensure the maximum 48 

involvement of members of the public, the legislature and local officials 49 

in workforce development [matters, including implementation of the 50 

Workforce Innovation and Opportunity Act of 2014, P.L. 113-128, as 51 

from time to time amended] policy, strategy and coordination; 52 

[(6)] (10) Enter, in conjunction with any state agency upon approval 53 

by the Secretary of the Office of Policy and Management, into such 54 

contractual agreements, in accordance with established procedures, as 55 

may be necessary to carry out the provisions of this section; 56 

(11) Market and communicate the state's workforce development 57 

strategy to ensure maximum engagement with students, job seekers and 58 

businesses while effectively elevating the state's workforce profile at the 59 

national level; 60 

(12) Identify subject areas, courses, curriculum, content and 61 

programs that may be offered to students in primary and secondary 62 

school in order to improve student outcomes and meet the workforce 63 

needs of the state;  64 

 [(7)] (13) Take any other action necessary to carry out the provisions 65 

of this section, including, but not limited to, issuing guidance, pursuant 66 

to his or her authorities under this section, to state agencies, the 67 

Governor's Workforce Council and regional workforce development 68 

boards in furtherance of the state's workforce strategy. Such guidance 69 

shall be approved by the Secretary of the Office of Policy and 70 

Management and shall be in compliance with state and federal laws.  [; 71 

and 72 

(8) Not later than October 1, 2012, and annually thereafter, submit a 73 

report, with the assistance of the Labor Department, to the Governor 74 

and the joint standing committees of the General Assembly having 75 
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cognizance of matters relating to education, economic development, 76 

labor and higher education and employment advancement specifying a 77 

forecasted assessment by the Labor Department of workforce shortages 78 

in occupations in this state for the succeeding two and five-year periods. 79 

The report shall also include recommendations concerning (A) methods 80 

to generate a sufficient number of workers to meet identified workforce 81 

needs, including, but not limited to, scholarship, school-to-career and 82 

internship programs, and (B) methods secondary and higher education 83 

and private industry can use to address identified workforce needs.] 84 

 [(c) The Labor Department shall be the lead state agency for the 85 

development of employment and training strategies and initiatives 86 

required to support the state's position in the knowledge economy.]  87 

(c) The [Labor Commissioner, with the assistance of the Office of 88 

Workforce Competitiveness,] Chief Workforce Officer may call upon 89 

any office, department, board, commission, public institution of higher 90 

education or other agency of the state to supply such reports, 91 

information, data and assistance as may be necessary or appropriate in 92 

order to carry out its duties and requirements. Each officer or employee 93 

of such office, department, board, commission, public institution of 94 

higher education or other agency of the state [is authorized and directed 95 

to cooperate with the Labor Commissioner and to] shall furnish such 96 

reports, information, data and assistance to the Chief Workforce Officer, 97 

as permitted under state and federal law. 98 

(d) The Chief Workforce Officer shall provide staff to the Governor's 99 

Workforce Council and such other resources as the Chief Workforce 100 

Officer can make available, and shall coordinate all necessary support 101 

that other state agencies can make available as needed by the Governor's 102 

Workforce Council. 103 

(e) On behalf of the Governor, and the Governor's Workforce 104 

Council, the Chief Workforce Officer shall coordinate the state's 105 

planning, budgeting and implementation of the federal Workforce 106 

Innovation and Opportunity Act of 2014, P.L. 113-128, as amended from 107 
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time to time, and may issue guidance to this effect. The Labor 108 

Commissioner shall assist the Chief Workforce Officer in coordinating 109 

the state's planning, budgeting and implementation of the federal 110 

Workforce Innovation and Opportunity Act of 2014, P.L. 113-128, as 111 

amended from time to time, and offer such other resources as the Labor 112 

Commissioner can make available to do so.  113 

Sec. 2. (NEW) (Effective July 1, 2021) There is established an account 114 

to be known as the "CareerConneCT account" which shall be a separate, 115 

nonlapsing account within the General Fund. The account shall contain 116 

any moneys required by law to be deposited in the account. Moneys in 117 

the account shall be expended by Department of Economic and 118 

Community Development for the purposes of funding workforce 119 

training programs recommended by the Office of Workforce Strategy. 120 

Sec. 3. (NEW) (Effective July 1, 2021) (a) As used in this section and 121 

sections 4, 7 and 25 of this act: 122 

(1) "Credential" means a documented award issued by an authorized 123 

body, including, but not limited to, a (A) degree or certificate awarded 124 

by an institution of higher education or private occupational school, (B) 125 

certification awarded through an examination process designed to 126 

demonstrate acquisition of designated knowledge, skill and ability to 127 

perform a specific job, (C) license issued by a governmental agency 128 

which permits an individual to practice a specific occupation upon 129 

verification that such individual meets a predetermined list of 130 

qualifications, and (D) documented completion of an apprenticeship or 131 

job training program; and 132 

(2) "Credential status type" means the official status of a credential 133 

which is either active, deprecated, probationary or superseded. 134 

(b) Not later than January 1, 2023, the executive director of the Office 135 

of Higher Education, in consultation with the advisory council 136 

established pursuant to subsection (c) of this section, shall create a 137 

database of credentials offered in the state for the purpose of explaining 138 

the skills and competencies earned through a credential in uniform 139 
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terms and plain language. In creating the database, the executive 140 

director shall utilize the minimum data policy of the New England 141 

Board of Higher Education's High Value Credentials for New England 142 

initiative, the uniform terms and descriptions of Credentials Engine's 143 

Credential Transparency Description Language and the uniform 144 

standards for comparing and linking credentials in Credential Engine's 145 

Credential Transparency Description Language-Achievement 146 

Standards Network. At a minimum, the database shall include the 147 

following data for each credential: (1) Credential status type, (2) the 148 

entity that owns or offers the credential, (3) the type of credential being 149 

offered, (4) a short description of the credential, (5) the name of the 150 

credential, (6) the Internet web site that provides information relating to 151 

the credential, (7) the language in which the credential is offered, (8) the 152 

estimated duration for completion, (9) the industry related to the 153 

credential which may include its code under the North American 154 

Industry Classification System, (10) the occupation related to the 155 

credential which may include its code under the standard occupational 156 

classification system of the Bureau of Labor Statistics of the United 157 

States Department of Labor or under The Occupational Information 158 

Network, (11) the estimated cost for completion, and (12) a listing of 159 

online or physical locations where the credential is offered. 160 

(c) There is established an advisory council for the purpose of 161 

advising the executive director of the Office of Higher Education on the 162 

database created pursuant to subsection (b) of this section. The advisory 163 

council shall consist of representatives from the Office of Workforce 164 

Strategy established pursuant to section 4-124w of the general statutes, 165 

as amended by this act, the Office of Higher Education, the Office of 166 

Policy and Management, the Labor Department and the Department of 167 

Education. 168 

(d) Not later than July 1, 2024, and annually thereafter, each 169 

institution of higher education, private occupational school and 170 

provider of a training program listed on the Labor Department's Eligible 171 

Training Provider List shall submit information, in the form and manner 172 

prescribed by the executive director of the Office of Higher Education, 173 
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about any credential offered by such institution, school or provider for 174 

inclusion in the database created pursuant to subsection (b) of this 175 

section. 176 

(e) Nothing in this section shall be construed to require the Labor 177 

Department to submit credential information to the database created 178 

pursuant to subsection (b) of this section. The Labor Department may, 179 

in consultation with the advisory council established pursuant to 180 

subsection (c) of this section, require any program sponsor of a 181 

preapprenticeship or apprenticeship program to submit information 182 

about such program to the Office of Higher Education for inclusion in 183 

such database. 184 

Sec. 4. (NEW) (Effective July 1, 2021) The Office of Workforce Strategy 185 

established pursuant to section 4-124w of the general statutes, as 186 

amended by this act, shall establish standards to designate certain 187 

credentials as credentials of value. Such standards shall include, but not 188 

be limited to, meeting the workforce needs of employers in the state, 189 

enrollment rates, completion rates and aggregate earnings data upon 190 

completion. The office shall compile, and annually update, a list of 191 

credentials designated as credentials of value, and include such list in 192 

the database established pursuant to section 3 of this act. 193 

Sec. 5. Subsection (l) of section 10a-34 of the general statutes is 194 

repealed and the following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective July 1, 195 

2021): 196 

(l) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsections (b) to (j), inclusive, 197 

of this section and subject to the authority of the State Board of 198 

Education to regulate teacher education programs, up to twelve new 199 

programs of higher learning in any academic year and any program 200 

modifications proposed by an independent institution of higher 201 

education, as defined in section 10a-173, shall not be subject to approval 202 

by the Office of Higher Education, provided (1) the institution maintains 203 

eligibility to participate in financial aid programs governed by Title IV, 204 

Part B of the Higher Education Act of 1965, as amended from time to 205 
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time, (2) the United States Department of Education has not determined 206 

that the institution has a financial responsibility score that is less than 207 

1.5 for the most recent fiscal year for which the data necessary for 208 

determining the score is available, and (3) the institution has been 209 

located in the state and accredited as a degree-granting institution in 210 

good standing for ten years or more by a regional accrediting association 211 

recognized by the Secretary of the United States Department of 212 

Education and maintains such accreditation status. Each institution that 213 

is exempt from program approval by the Office of Higher Education 214 

under this subsection shall file with the office (A) an application for 215 

approval of any new program of higher learning in excess of twelve new 216 

programs in any academic year, (B) a program actions form, as created 217 

by the office, prior to students enrolling in any new program of higher 218 

learning or any existing program subject to a program modification, and 219 

(C) not later than July first, and annually thereafter, (i) until January 1, 220 

2024, a list and brief description of any new programs of higher learning 221 

introduced by the institution in the preceding academic year and any 222 

existing programs of higher learning discontinued by the institution in 223 

the preceding academic year, (ii) the institution's current program 224 

approval process and all actions of the governing board concerning 225 

approval of any new program of higher learning, and (iii) the 226 

institution's financial responsibility composite score, as determined by 227 

the United States Department of Education, for the most recent fiscal 228 

year for which the data necessary for determining the score is available.  229 

Sec. 6. Section 10a-35a of the general statutes is repealed and the 230 

following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective July 1, 2021): 231 

(a) Notwithstanding sections 10a-34 to 10a-35, inclusive, as amended 232 

by this act, the Board of Regents for Higher Education shall have the 233 

authority, in accordance with the provisions of said sections and the 234 

standards set forth in any regulations promulgated thereunder, to (1) 235 

review and approve recommendations for the establishment of new 236 

academic programs for the universities within the Connecticut State 237 

University System, the regional community-technical colleges and 238 

Charter Oak State College, and (2) until January 1, 2024, report all new 239 
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programs and program changes to the Office of Higher Education.  240 

(b) Notwithstanding sections 10a-34 to 10a-35, inclusive, as amended 241 

by this act, the Board of Trustees for The University of Connecticut shall 242 

(1) have the authority, in accordance with the provisions of said sections 243 

and the standards set forth in any regulations promulgated thereunder, 244 

to review and approve recommendations for the establishment of new 245 

academic programs at the university, and (2) until January 1, 2024, 246 

report all new programs and program changes to the Office of Higher 247 

Education.  248 

Sec. 7. (NEW) (Effective July 1, 2021) Not later than January 1, 2023, 249 

each private occupational school, as defined in section 10a-22a of the 250 

general statutes, shall submit, in a format and manner prescribed by the 251 

executive director of the Office of Higher Education, data for each 252 

student at such private occupational school, including, but not limited 253 

to, course enrollment, course completion, credential completion, fees 254 

and tuition charged, federal student loans received, federal student loan 255 

balances, and for any student who has a state-assigned student 256 

identifier pursuant to section 10-10a of the general statutes, such student 257 

identifier. 258 

Sec. 8. Subsection (j) of section 31-225a of the general statutes is 259 

repealed and the following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective July 1, 260 

2021): 261 

(j) (1) (A) Each employer subject to this chapter shall submit 262 

quarterly, on forms supplied by the administrator, a listing of wage 263 

information, including the name of each employee receiving wages in 264 

employment subject to this chapter, such employee's Social Security 265 

account number and the amount of wages paid to such employee during 266 

such calendar quarter. 267 

(B) Commencing with the third calendar quarter of 2024, unless 268 

waived pursuant to subdivision (5) of this subsection, any employer 269 

subject to this chapter, with one hundred or more employees, shall 270 

include in the quarterly filing submitted pursuant to subparagraph (A) 271 
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of this subdivision, for each employee receiving wages in employment 272 

subject to this chapter, such employee's gender identity, race, ethnicity, 273 

veteran status, highest education completed, address of primary work 274 

site, occupational code under the standard occupational classification 275 

system of the Bureau of Labor Statistics of the United States Department 276 

of Labor, hours worked, days worked, salary or hourly wage, 277 

employment start date in the current job title and, if applicable, 278 

employment end date. The information required pursuant to this 279 

subparagraph shall be included in the quarterly filings of employers 280 

subject to this chapter with ninety-nine or fewer employees 281 

commencing with the third calendar quarter of 2027 and employers 282 

subject to this chapter with forty-nine or fewer employees without an 283 

electronic payroll system commencing with the third calendar quarter 284 

of 2031. Nothing in this subparagraph shall be construed to require an 285 

employee to provide information about gender identity, race, ethnicity, 286 

or veteran status if not otherwise required by law. 287 

(2) [Commencing with the first calendar quarter of 2014, each] Each 288 

employer subject to this chapter who reports wages for employees 289 

receiving wages in employment subject to this chapter, and each person 290 

or organization that, as an agent, reports wages for employees receiving 291 

wages in employment subject to this chapter on behalf of one or more 292 

employers subject to this chapter shall submit quarterly the information 293 

required by subdivision (1) of this subsection [on magnetic tape, 294 

diskette, or other similar electronic means which the administrator may 295 

prescribe] electronically, in a format and manner prescribed by the 296 

administrator, unless such employer or agent receives a waiver 297 

pursuant to subdivision (5) of this subsection. 298 

(3) Any employer that fails to submit the information required by 299 

subparagraph (A) of subdivision (1) of this subsection in a timely 300 

manner, as determined by the administrator, shall be liable to the 301 

administrator for a late filing fee of twenty-five dollars. Any employer 302 

that fails to submit the information required by subparagraph (A) of 303 

subdivision (1) of this subsection under a proper state unemployment 304 

compensation registration number shall be liable to the administrator 305

for a fee of twenty-five dollars. All fees collected by the administrator 306 

under this subdivision shall be deposited in the Employment Security 307 

Administration Fund. 308 

(4) [Commencing with the first calendar quarter of 2014, each] Each 309 

employer subject to this chapter who makes contributions or payments 310 

in lieu of contributions for employees receiving wages in employment 311 

subject to this chapter, and each person or organization that, as an agent, 312 

makes contributions or payments in lieu of contributions for employees 313 

receiving wages in employment subject to this chapter on behalf of one 314 

or more employers subject to this chapter shall make such contributions 315 

or payments in lieu of contributions electronically. 316 

(5) Any employer or any person or organization that, as an agent, 317 

[submits] is required to submit information pursuant to subdivision (2) 318

federal reimbursement for all school meals served under the federal 340 

Community Eligibility Provision, but does not implement such 341 

program, shall report such board's reasons for not implementing such 342 

program to the Department of Education. The report shall include, but 343 

not be limited to, a description of the specific impediments to 344 

implementing the program, actions required to remove those 345 

impediments and a plan for successful implementation of the program 346 

for the following school year. As used in this section, "Community 347 

Eligibility Provision" means the federal meal reimbursement program 348 

administered by the United States Department of Agriculture, as set 349 

forth in 7 CFR 245.9, as amended from time to time. 350 

Sec. 10. Subsection (j) of section 10-221a of the general statutes is 351 

repealed and the following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective July 1, 352 

2021): 353 

(j) (1) For the school year commencing July 1, [2012] 2021, and each 354 

school year thereafter, each local and regional board of education, in 355 

collaboration with each student and such student's parent or guardian, 356 

shall create a student success plan for [each] such student [enrolled in a 357 

public school,] beginning in grade six. Such student success plan shall 358 

include a student's career and academic choices in grades six to twelve, 359 

inclusive. Beginning in grade six, such student success plan shall 360 

provide evidence of career exploration in each grade including, but not 361 

limited to, careers in manufacturing. The Department of Education shall 362 

revise and issue to local and regional boards of education guidance 363 

regarding changes to such student success plans. On and after July 1, 364 

2020, in creating such student success plans, consideration shall be given 365 

to career and academic choices in computer science, science, technology, 366 

engineering and mathematics. 367 

(2) (A) On and after July 1, 2024, each local and regional board of 368 

education shall document every student success plan electronically and 369 

submit such plan to the Department of Education.  370 
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(B) The department shall share, upon the written consent of a student, 371 

or such student's parent or guardian if the student is seventeen years of 372 

age or younger, the student success plan with an academic or career 373 

counselor from an institution of higher education in the state in which 374 

such student is enrolled. 375 

Sec. 11. Section 10-221a of the general statutes is amended by adding 376 

subsection (l) as follows (Effective July 1, 2021): 377 

(NEW) (l) No local or regional board of education may restrict or 378 

deny a student access to career and technical education, work-based 379 

learning, service learning, dual enrollment, dual credit, early college, 380 

advanced placement, International Baccalaureate or any other honors, 381 

advanced or accelerated course or program based solely or 382 

predominantly on such student's prior academic performance. A board 383 

may establish prerequisites for any such course or program, provided 384 

such board seeks to minimize prerequisites and ensures that any such 385 

prerequisite are evidence-based indicators of student performance. 386 

Each board shall seek to improve access to and diversity in such courses 387 

and programs, promote a challenging curriculum for all students and 388 

encourage all students to pursue high-quality postsecondary education, 389 

including both degree and nondegree programs. 390 

Sec. 12. (NEW) (Effective July 1, 2021) (a) Not later than July 1, 2022, 391 

each local or regional board of education shall adopt a challenging 392 

curriculum policy for high school students in the school district. A 393 

challenging curriculum policy shall include the following requirements: 394 

(1) For any student enrolled in grades eight or eleven who meets or 395 

exceeds the state level three standard for the reading, writing, 396 

mathematics or science components of a mastery examination, given in 397 

accordance with the provisions of section 10-14n of the general statutes, 398 

but not including any alternate assessments administered pursuant to 399 

34 CFR 200.1(d) or 34 CFR 300.160(c), as amended from time to time, 400 

each local or regional board of education shall automatically (A) enroll 401 

such student in the next most rigorous level of advanced course or 402 
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program offered by the student's high school in accordance with 403 

subsection (b) of this section, and (B) create an academic plan for such 404 

student that results in the student completing one or more dual credit, 405 

dual enrollment, early college, advanced placement or International 406 

Baccalaureate course by the end of eleventh grade, provided such 407 

academic plan shall be amended upon the request of such student's 408 

parent or guardian.  409 

(2) Students who successfully complete a course in accordance with 410 

subsection (b) of this section shall be enrolled in a course that is at the 411 

same level or the next most rigorous level in the same subject area with 412 

the objective that students will eventually be automatically enrolled in 413 

a dual credit, early college, advanced placement or International 414 

Baccalaureate course. 415 

(3) Any enrollment in an advanced course or program or academic 416 

plan created pursuant to subdivision (1) or (2) of this subsection shall 417 

align with a student's success plan created pursuant to section 10-221a 418 

of the general statutes, as amended by this act. 419 

(4) A parent or guardian of a high school student may opt the student 420 

out of the challenging curriculum policy and enroll the student in an 421 

alternative course or program. 422 

(5) Each local or regional board of education may include additional 423 

or different eligibility criteria for students to participate in the 424 

challenging curriculum policy, provided such criteria do not create 425 

inequities among student groups eligible for advanced courses or 426 

programs. Such eligibility criteria may include measures, other than 427 

student performance on mastery examinations, which the board finds 428 

are an indicator of ability to succeed in an advanced course or program. 429 

(b) The subject matter of an advanced course or program in which a 430 

student is automatically enrolled pursuant to subdivision (1) of 431 

subsection (a) of this section shall be related to the component of a 432 

mastery examination in which the student met or exceeded the state 433 

level three standard in accordance with the following: 434 
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(1) Students who meet or exceed the state level three standard on the 435 

reading or writing component of a mastery examination are eligible for 436 

enrollment in advanced courses in English, social studies, the 437 

humanities and other related subjects. 438 

(2) Students who meet or exceed the state level three standard on the 439 

mathematics component of a mastery examination are eligible for 440 

enrollment in advanced courses in mathematics. 441 

(3) Students who meet or exceed the state level three standard on the 442 

science component of a mastery examination are eligible for enrollment 443 

in advanced courses in science. 444
